What will be Mussolini's attitude 
when Hitler attempts to realise 
Germany's claim to rearm? Upon 
the anéwer to this question may do- 
pend the issue of peace or war in 
Europe. 

European wars are not caused 
simply by the preparation for war 
or the talk of it, nor even by inter- 
national hatred ond misaunder- 
standing To these causes another 
understanding. To these couses 
another factor must be super-add- 
ed which alone makes it possible 
for o single trifling incident like 

that at Sarajevo to be the occasion 
of a general outbrenk. 

It was tne presence of this factor 
in 1914 which gave to the Great 


at the same time deprived the 
!Great Powers of any effective bope 
of authoritive mediation.  Thia 
factor consists tn he grouping of 
the Great Poworr into taro hostile 
or potentially hoxtile camps like the 
Triple Allianee or the Triple wy. 
tente of the years before the war, 

The absence of this factor in 
(post-war Europe has been , per- 
haps, one of the main causes of the 
preservation of peice. How long 
will it remain absent in the future? 

There 18 o atrange parallelism 
between post-war Europe and 
Europe as jt was immediately after 
the Franco-Prussian War. In each 
‘case the victors have been faced 
‘with the problem of preserving 
peace and at the same time retain- 
ing the frufts of victory. 

In the seventies of the last cen- 
‘tury tne victory of Prussia eft 
‘France helpless but vengeful, and 
dit was therefore a prime object of 
German policy {nthe years that 
‘followed to keep her isolated and 
‘friendiers until such time as she 
had forgotten her wrongs, With 
ithis end in view, Bismarck was 
|gareful to remain on terms of the 
closest friendship wlth the prin- 
cipal nations of Europe so that 
\Fiance should have nowhere to 
turn to find an ally. 
| So long as he suceeeded in his 
aim the peace of Europe remained 
isecure. 


Why Germany Failed 

The poliey of the victorious Ger- 
mans failed in the end for two rea- 
BOND. 

The first wae that France never 
forgot her wrongs. It is difficult 
fo perauade a great people to sub- 
mit forever to a position of con- 
scious Inferiority. The party of

Italy and Crecho- 
slovakia have Germany minority 
problems, which, effectively keep 
them from close friendship with 


the German States, Austria ia 
largely dependent on French 
money. 


For money Ume !t apprared like- 
ly that Germany would ally herself 
with Soviet Russia, but, since tae 
success of Hitler, France has suc- 
ceeded in restoring Russia to her 
old understanding with herself, 
and this arrangement hag been 
cemented by the visit of the affable 
M. Herriot. 

England, until, Hitler’s suecess 
the most sympathetic of the Allied 
nations to the German claim to ro- 
vision, has  reallsed well enough 
that the Hkely price of reviston js 
war, and has continued to support 
France in the main aspects of her 
policy.

Some Novel Ideas 


The Englishwoman can no longer 
be necused of Jacking the art of 
making appetising dishes from the 
remnants in the larder, and sie inoks 
forward to proving her skill in the 
variety of unusual dishes that she 
ran evolve from the cold joints. 

A popular addition to the house- 
wife's collection of novel meat

Cover with a rough puff paste and 
brush aver with egg yolk, Bake in 
bh moderately bot oven for 40 
minutes, Serve with ntewed lentils 
und the raw tomato casen filled with 
chutney. 

Many interesting new ways of 
serving the “remains” of the weekly 
joint are suggerted by the following 
recipes. 

A Novel Souffie 

Take one teacupful milk, 
tencupful minced meat of any kind, 
1 o2. butter, 10 02. flour, two eggB.
